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The  Ministry  of  the  Environment  has  transforined  its 
environmental  approvals  program.  It  has  worked 
closely  with  business,  industry  and  other  stakehold- 
ers to  develop  a  registration  process  for  standard 
and  routine-type  activities  and  sectors  -  including 
certain  types  of  non-hazardous  waste  transporta- 
tion systems. 

Businesses  are  required  to  register  these  activities 
in  the  Environmental  Activity  and  Sector  Registry 
(EASR). 

Key  features  of  the  registry  include: 

■  flexibility  to  operate  a  facility  within  pre-estab- 
lished parameters 

■  online  self-registration 

■  an  online  searchable  database  of  businesses 
that  have  registered  their  activities. 

What  is  a  waste  transportation  system? 

A  waste  transportation  system  is  a  type  of  waste 
management  system  that  involves  transporting 
waste  beyond  the  boundaries  of  a  site  or  from  site 
to  site. 

How  does  a  business  determine  if  its  waste 
transportation  system  is  eligible  to  register 
on  the  EASR? 

A  business  must  register  any  waste  transportation 
system  that  meets  certain  eligibility  criteria,  as  set 
out  in  Ontario  Regulation  (O.  Reg.)  351/12,  under 
the  Environmental  Protection  Act.  The  waste  trans- 
portation system  must: 

■  involve  waste  transportation  vehicles  (trucks) 
only  (systems  that  transport  waste  through  air. 


water  and  rail  are  not  eligible  to  register  on  the 
EASR) 

■  not  undertake  on-truck  processing  of  waste 

■  not  transport  certain  types  of  waste  including: 

a)  ^hazardous  waste 

b)  liquid  industrial  waste 

c)  biomedical  waste  and  treated  biomedical 
waste 

d)  asbestos  waste. 

Definitions  of  these  waste  types  can  be  found  in 
Regulation  347  and  Guideline  C-4:  The  Manage- 
ment of  Biomedical  Waste  in  Ontario. 

*  waste  that  was  characteristic  waste  but  that  has 
been  treated  so  that  it  is  no  longer  characteristic 
waste,  but  is  stiii  not  abie  to  be  land  disposed  as 
per  subsection  79  (1)  of  Regulation  347,  is  also 
excluded. 

Does  a  business  need  to  register  a  waste 
transportation  system  that  is  already  cov- 
ered by  an  Environmental  Compliance  Ap- 
proval (EGA)? 

A  business  will  need  to  register  an  eligible  activity 
covered  by  an  EGA: 

■  when  a  business  needs  to  make  a  change  to  the 
activity  that  would  have  otherwise  required  an 
amendment  to  the  approval 

■  by  the  date  prescribed  in  the  regulation  stating 
when  the  EGA  for  an  activity  expires.  For  waste 
transportation  systems  this  date  is  November 
18,  2017. 
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How  does  a  business  register? 

A  business  can  self-register  through  ServiceOntario's 
ONe-Source  for  Business  portal  at  serviceontario.ca. 
Additional  guidance  nnaterials  are  available  under  the 
Resources  section  of  ontario.ca/environnnentalap- 
provals. 

What  obligations  does  a  business  have  after 
registering? 

A  business  will  need  to  nnake  sure  that: 

■  the  waste  transportation  systenn  continues  to 
nneet  registration  eligibility  requirennents 

■  the  registration  infornnation  rennains  up-to-date 

■  the  waste  transportation  system  also  nneets 
nnandatory  operating  requirennents  detailed  in 
O.  Reg.  351/12  and  Regulation  347.  Sonne  of  the 
key  operating  requirennents  relate  to: 

a)  ensuring  that  trucks  can  receive  and  trans- 
fer waste  in  a  nnanner  that  does  not  cause  a 
nuisance  and  that  the  trucks  can  withstand 
corrosion  or  abrasion  fronn  the  waste 

b)  identification  of  vehicles  by  displaying  the 
EASR  registration  nunnber  given  by  the  systenn 

c)  nnandatory  driver  training 

d)  nnaintaining  docunnentation  in  respect  of  the 
systenn. 


How  will  the  Ministry  of  the  Environment 
support  compliance? 

The  nninistry  is  working  to  protect  the  environnnent  by: 

■  providing  guidance 

■  checking  that  a  business's  activities  nneet  regis- 
tration and  operating  requirennents  through 
audits  of  registry  infornnation  and  inspections 

■  when  needed,  taking  steps  to  bring  activities  into 
connpliance.
